\ query that is made with unexpected regularity concern 
engine overheating, and letters have made it clear that many 
readers have gone to a considerable amount of unnecessary 
expense in what have often proved to be vain attempts to 
cure the trouble. With a steady increase in Continental 
touring, and the popularity of Alpine routes, vapour iock in 
the fuel system has caused trouble, and will no doubt con 
tinue to do so.

is no protesting pinking when first-grade fuel is -used, but 
whatever the reason there is no doubt that many drivers 
unnecessarily have expensive radiator overhauls, or fit fans 
with more blades. It seems that when an owner is faced 
with overheating difficulty, the ignition timing is checked 
and then the radiator and engine are flushed with a pro- 
prietary de-scaling compound. If no improvement occurs 
the radiator is sent off to a specialist, or a new fan witl 
more blades is fitted 

Frequently it is forgotten that a leaking inlet manifold 
may be upsetting the mixture and causing excessive heat, 
1 that the ignition system condenser may need renewal. A 
recent case comes to mind of a side-valve Ten that boiled 
because of the latter fault. Badly seating valves may also 
cause a vicious circle of overheating leading-to more burn 
ing of the valves 

Overheating of a different sort has caused a great deal 
of “mysterious” engine failure on long ascents such as 
ire encourmtered in foreign touring. This failure is caused 
by vapour locks in the fuel system, and the engine normally 
restarts when it has been allowed to cool. Cars that are 
prone to this trouble should have the fuel pump and pipe 
moved farther from the engine or exhaust pipe, if possible, 
but usually it is enough to mask these components with 
isbestos. 

Oils open up an interesting subject, for there is now a 
variety from which to choose. The important thing to 
remember is that it may be dangerous to change to a deter- 
gent oil if the engine has already covered a few thousand 
miles, for sludge deposits will be set free in quantity. There 
seems little doubt, however, that these oils are very good 
if used from scratch, or from the time of a major overhaul 
“Flat curve” oils—those that do not “thicken up” when 
cold—are also very good, for they get round the engine 
quickly when it is started from cold and also tend to reduce 
use of the choke. 

Thin oil is the subject of many letters, but there is no 
simple answer to the question of whether or not its use 
is advisable. Until thin oils are publicly recommended by 
the oil companies and car manufacturers they represent 
a risk, as the research departments of the big companies 
have every possible facility for deciding what is good and 
what isn’t. However, an engine will use more thin oil than 
thick, and there may therefore be a reluctance for this 
reason on the part of car manufacturers to adopt thin oil 
There is also a greater tendency for the oil to leak, which 
means that better joints and seals may be necessary. These 
factors should be borne in mind before the adoption of very 
thin oils. It should also be remembered that there is no 
assurance that the oil film will not break down under hard 
driving conditions 1n hot weather. 

Caveat Emptor 

Unsatisfactory work by service stations, and being 
a pup,” have been the causes of most of the legal queries. 
Reboring seems to cause most trouble, and letters relate 
how engines were using a good deal of oil, and even more 
after reboring and subsequent running-in were completed. 
Without entering into the controversy that rages from time 
to time over the value or otherwise of a rebore, it must be 
pointed out that excessive oil consumption can be caused 
by oil escape past the pistons, past the valve stems, or out 
of bad joints and seals. It does not follow, therefore, that 
i rebore is always a complete cure, and if the work is badly 
executed (and there is no doubt that sometimes it is) much 
money may have been spent to little effect. It is a pity 
to lose the fine finish of moderately worn cylinder walls 
unnecessarily, when new pistons or new rings may be effec- 
tive. The special oil controi rings that are fitted after the 
ring grooves have been skimmed out can also do good work 
in return for moderate cost. 

The main conclusion to be drawn from letters on thi 
subject, however, is that if major overhaul really is neces- 
sary it is worth going out of one’s way to have the reboring

Second-hand car buying leads to much trouble, but there 
would be fewer disputes if buyers realized that old car 
ire almost sure to give their share of trouble, starting, per- 
haps, soon alter purchase This is because there are so 
very many components that can go wrong. Buyers tend 
to listen to the engine, examine the body, and hope tor 
the best Sut there can be all sorts of trouble with the 
dynamo, starter, wiring, brakes, clutch, gear box, axle, 
steering, and so on. Another reason for legal disputes, or 
at least a contributory cause, is that agreements are mad 
without confirmation, which is no way to do 
business 

The answer to nearly all the insurance queries is eithet 
“go to a broker,” or, “if the value of the car is greate: 
after accident repairs you will be expected to make a con- 
tribution to the repair costs.” No-claim bonuses are trans- 
ferred with the insured if he changes his company, so if 
there is a dispute about terms there is no special objection 
to changing to another company, and a broker is the man 
to find a company who will accept the risk at a premium 
that is satisfactory. Accident repairs lead to such problems 
as one half of a car being recellulosed, or a worn engine 
having to be replaced because of damage. Generally, the 
owner would be expected to cover the extra cost of the 
remainder of the car being recellulosed to make an even 
finish, and he would also be expected to make a contribu- 
tion towards the cost of a new engine, proportional to 
the amount of wear in the old one. 

The number of queries that arrive at The Autocar offices 
varies with the season, reaching a peak in the spring.

ARS built on the Continent of Europe usually differ 
in one way or another from those produced in Great 
Britain, even when they are intended to appeal to 

the same class of user. Geographical conditions account 
for some of these differences—for example, the high top 
gear used on most European models is a direct result of 
the “fast” roads, with long distances between towns and 


even villages, and of special motor roads. Also, in countries 
other than Great Britain people are more prepared to accept 
the unorthodox in car design. 

The D.K.W. Sonderklasse (which was first exhibited at 
the Frankfurt Show last yéar) is unusual as it has a three- 
cylinder two-stroke engine driving the front wheels. 
Reverse scavenging is used and the crankcase is pressurized. 
The crankshaft is supported in four roller bearings and 
needle roller bearings are used for the big-ends. 

As a two-stroke engine has a power stroke for each 
down stroke of the piston, the smoothness of a three- 
cylinder two-stroke is comparable to that of a six-cylinder 
four-stroke unit, while the absence of any valve gear in a 
two-stroke engine helps considerably in the direction of 
quietness. The lubrication of the D.K.W. engine is by the 
petroil system; that is, one pint of engine oil, specification 
S.A.E.50, is mixed with each three gallons of petrol. Helped 
by the mixing canister supplied with the car, filling the fuel 
tank did not arouse any special problems, although it does 
seem that personal supervision by the driver of the mixing 
is demanded, and on several occasions during the Road 
Test garages were unable to supply the grade of oil 
required. This could be overcome by the owner keeping a 
bulk supply and carrying oil on the car, though that is not 
an ideal arrangement.

Very quickly the experienced driver feels at home in the 
car and if intelligent use is made of the gear box the D.K.W. 
will provide excellent motoring. It revels in being driven 
hard and the engine appears to have an indefinite rev limit. 
There is naturally no valve bounce to make itself felt and 
the engine does not object if the speeds on the gears exceed 
the limit lines marked on the speedometer. When the car 
was driven fast for a considerable mileage there was no 
appreciable increase in engine temperature and the power 
unit appeared capable of retaining its tune for a long period. 
The crankshaft and big-end roller bearings contribute to 
some extent to the engine’s freeness and this spiritedness is 
in turn communicated to the driver, who finds that driving 
the D.K.W. can be exhilarating. 

On several occasions, when road conditions permitted, the 
car exceeded the maximum speedometer reading of just over 
80 which was seen during the taking of the performance 
figures; and on an undulating road a reading of 86 was held 
for approximately two miles. 

Good results were obtained by using the gear box for 
acceleration purposes; it was found possible to overtake long 
lines of traffic, when necessary, both quickly and safely. 
The compact size of the car and its accuracy of control make 
manceuvring in town traffic reasonably simple. On a long 
journey the Sonderklasse gets along in a cheerful fashion 
and its nippiness in traffic enables it to keep up with more 
powerful cars. It put, for instance, 43 miles into one hour 
without being distressed at all, and on a winding route, with 
speed limits observed. Its getaway from a standstill can, if 
required, be quite fast, wheelspin being apparent on dry 
roads if full throttle is used. 


Cornering Abilities 


When the driver has become accustomed to handling the 
car main-road corners can be taken reasonably fast, with the 
engine pulling the car round, and on wet roads it is possible, 
for example, to get through by-pass roundabouts almost as 
quickly as under dry conditions. On greasy wet tarmac 
there is no suggestion that the rear of the car is tending to 
swing out, and under these conditions the car feels quite 
happy. When driving slowly and in traffic, and on sharp 
turns, there is some slight movement transmitted from the 
front wheels to the steering wheel, but in general the rack 
and pinion steering is good, with a certain amount of self- 
centring action. When rounding familiar corners it was 
noticeable that the steering lock is somewhat limited by 
comparison with a rear-wheel drive car of similar overall 
length. 

Transverse springing, both front and rear, gives a firm 
main-road ride, but on by-roads having a roughish surface 
there is a marked up-and-down movement of the car, rather 
reminiscent of a vintage model. The springs and dampers 
allow no heeling over on corners and the D.K.W. is steady 
at speed on a winding road. 

The inevitable “four-stroking” associated with a two- 
stroke engine is present and makes itself felt in traffic or 
when running at speeds below 15 m.p.h. in third gear. This 
four-stroking at low engine speeds is caused by intermittent 
mixture supplies reaching the comb’ tion chambers, and it 
disappears completely once the eng...c is under load. In 
the D.K.W. the transmission snatch which results at low 
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speeds from the four-stroking can be obviated to a very large 
extent by the use of a free wheel provided in the four-speed 
gear box, controlled by a lever to the right of the steering 
column, below the facia panel. With the free wheel in use, 
clutchless gear changes can be made. Use of the free wheel 
on a journey of any distance results in a slight decrease in 
fuel consumption; it contributed to the best consumption 
figure of 38 m.p.g. shown in the table. 

The steering-column mounted gear lever enables quick 
changes to be made, the synchromesh on second, third and 
top gears working well. The movement of the lever for the 
various forward gear positions is the opposite of the usual, 
but the driver quickly becomes accustomed to this and it is 
a pleasant box to use. The spring pressure which has to 
be overcome to engage reverse could be stronger with advan- 
tage. The gear box was quiet, but there was noticeable 
hum from the final drive on the overrun. The clutch oper-

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ation is smooth and all gears can be engaged freely. There 
is ample room for the driver’s left foot away from the pedal; 
there is an accessible adjustment for clutch pedal play just 
above the exhaust manifold. 

The D.K.W.’s brakes are very good, only a moderate 
pedal pressure being required. They give he driver full 
confidence on both wet and dry roads, and on the car tested 
showed no signs of fade at any time. The hand-brake lever, 
which is mounted between the separate front seats, is effec- 
tive, although some drivers may find they have to reach 
down for the lever. The two-spoked steering wheel comes 
well down into the driver’s lap, and the driving position 
generally is good. Forward vision close up to the car is 
helped by the sloping bonnet. The windscreen is of slightly 
V-shape and at certain angles there is some slight distortion 
through it. Window area is such that all-round visibility is 


exceptionally good.

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The front seats in the car tested were found rather un- 
comfortable after a journey of a hundred miles or so, but 
it is understood that later models will have seat cushions 
filled with foam rubber, and these should be an improve- 
ment. General interior and exterior finish of the body is 
good. Strong carpeting, with rubber mats at points liable 
to constant wear, lines the floor, and extensive use is made 
of non-tarnishable alloy window frames and handles. The 
window-winding mechanism is low geared and a consider- 
able number of turns is required to obtain the full move- 
ment. The windows on either side of the rear seat wind 
down flush with the sill, and in warm weather a semi-open 
car effect can be obtained. There is a useful shelf behind 
the rear-seat back rest and the facia locker has a lockable 
lid. The interior light operates when the doors open, and 
there is also a switch for this lamp on the instrument 
panel. The controls are well laid out, with levers in the 
usual Continental manner below the steering wheel for 
head-lamp dipping and direction indicators, which are of 
semaphore pattern; the control is not self-cancelling 
after a turn has been made. Both these controls can be 


used without completely removing the hand from the wheel. 

As is usual with cars built on the Continent, the head 
lamps of the D.K.W. give an excellent driving light and the 
dipped position arouses no opposition from oncoming traffic,

although, for the driver, the flat top cut-off of the beam is 
a little sudden. A single-note horn is used. Heating and 
demisting equipment is supplied, air being collected from 
behind the radiator and passed through ducts on to the 
windscreen or through vents below the facia. Provision is 
also made for warm air to be directed on to the carburettor 
in cold weather, this being a necessary precaution in extreme 
climates, as the unit is more or less directly in the cold 
air entry line. The lifting jack is stowed neatly above the 
spare wheel and the lifting arm fits into a socket below each 
door. There are fifteen greasing points, which require 
attention every 600 miles. Owing to the shape of the wind- 
screen the wiper blades cannot overlap and there is an un- 
wiped portion in the centre of the screen. 

The D.K.W. Sonderklasse, which is making a name for 
itself in competitions, is handled in Great Britain by 
AF.N., Ltd., Falcon Works, London Road, Isleworth, Mid- 
diesex. It is a car that holds the driver’s interest and it 
can provide lively and economical transport.

This year’s event, with its 

tremendous chase on the Sunday afternoon, set the 
heart pounding with excitement, and the talk of the town 
that night was of Rolt and Hamilton in turn tearing through 
the rain in the almost slight-looking Jaguar, pursuing the 
red Ferrari that they knew was by no means far ahead in 
Le Mans terms. The talk, too, was of Froilan Gonzalez, 
the apparently insensitive driver of a few seasons ago, now 
suddenly reaching full stature in a year during which vic- 
tory after victory has been his; and driving in the rain with 
a positive gift of control over the big red Ferrari. Also of 
Maurice Trintignani, his French co-driver, to whom no 
greater compliment could be paid than to say that it was 
necessary to look closely at the cockpit to see which driver 
was handling the car at the moment of admiration. It is 
true that Trintignant slowed slightly in the rain when the 
race was at its most critical, and that when Gonzalez took 
over he speeded up and threw off the Rolt and Hamilton 
challenge; but the Ferrari équipe had a lap to play with 
most of the time, and Trintignant may have eased off so as 
to run no risks in the wet. 


Size Not Everything 


There was a tendency for some to deprecate the Ferrari 
success by dismissing the 5-litre car as “brute force and 
ignorance.” It is a shallow view. Anyone who thinks that 
the prescription for a Le Mans winner is eight litres and 
all that goes with it might try out his theory some time. 
After all, Cunningham was using 5.5 litres in his big cars, 
and they were well driven, but Cunningham could not beat 
the Jaguar at 3.4 litres. Likewise the little Panhards and 
Renaults, at 611 and 747 c.c., were making rings round cars 
of much bigger cylinder capacity. 

These things are best said bluntly. When it comes to 
making tiny engines work hard and to good advantage, the 
French are terrific these days. Besides (to revert to the 
Ferrari), the Modena stable’s victories of recent years have 
occurred in all sorts of events and in various engine sizes. 
Let’s grant that Ferrari is the wizard of the race circuit at 
the moment. Such have always existed: Mercedes, Bentley, 
Alfa Romeo, Maserati, ERA... . 

However, the memory that lingers on is not solely of 
the racing itself, although the mind can never forget the 
high spots. Some of the agony of the prolonged Ferrari

pit stop was conveyed far up the course to the stands. 
Glasses were glued to a thousand eyes, and the sweeping 
second hands of watches were avidly followed. The crack- 
ling explosions in the Ferrari’s exhaust as it changed to the 
overrun had given a clue as to what was probably happen- 
ing. When the race began there was the odd crack-crack 
up under the Dunlop bridge, but by the crucial afternoon 
laps of Sunday the pistol shots were beginning a couple of 
hundred yards farther back, in front of the Press stand, 
which meant that the amount of unburned mixture that 
was escaping through the exhaust ports was increasing con- 
siderably as the race went on. And that suggested exhaust 
valve trouble, which would make the starting difficult. 


Ranks of Tuscany 


Anyway, hard-bitten and tired journalists, most of whom 
had been at their desks throughout the night, were on their 
feet, and they stayed on them and cheered as Tony Rolt 
pelted through with the Ferrari’s margin so drastically 
reduced. And when Fleet Street and its international 
equivalents let their hair down that far it almost curls the 
paper on the presses. Of course, everyone knows that the 
newspaper man is a sentimentalist at heart. 

But—as was said many words back at the beginning of 
these reminiscences—it is not only the race that matters at 
Le Mans. The old town becomes imbued with the spirit 
of the event. At Gruber’s, on the Place de la République, 
the talk during the days of practice is that of the Steering 
Wheel Club in London, and at filling stations anywhere for 
miles around the pump attendant will ask your opinion 
as to whether or not the race is going to be a walk-over 
for Ferrari; or if Jaguar are likely to maintain their Le Mans 
reputation. Even far away on the Dunkirk dockside, the 
knowledge that you are returning from Le Mans is suffi- 
cient to light the eyes. “Ah, the twenty-four hours. . . .” 

Excitement reaches a peak on the last night of practice. 
All vantage points are packed with spectators, who continue 
to arrive right up to midnight. A stranger, finding himself 
planted in the middle of the scene, might think that it was 
race day itself, except for the workmen still busy erecting 
booths, trailing electric cables all over the place, and un- 
loading goods from lorries. Towards nightfall the police 
close the road and the cars begin their practice, and for 
the next hour or two these crowds, connoisseurs in the art

of the Vingt-Quatre Heures, discuss avidly the methods of 
the drivers. On the Friday of final practice this year a 
U.S.A.A.F. four-engined transport flew to and fro behind 
the stands, very low down, and one supposed that the crew 
were studying this manifestation of mortal mass conduct 
from their Olympian viewpoint. The helicopter of the French 
police, on traffic control, just did not belong to this world. 
Le Mans is a race with a great history, and closely linked 
with that history is the Café de ’Hippodrome, which is no 
more than its name implies, but which is fortunately 
situated well down the main-road straight to Mulsanne 
Corner. It is a tantalizing place, because every time the door 
opens there enters a familiar face which you just cannot 
place nine times out of ten. It is, you are sure, a famous 
sporting face, and a greeting from someone who knows the 
owner often supplies the clue by the use of the Christian 
name. By night the café prospers, for opposite is one of the 
light-testing ranges at which drivers often stop to adjust 
head lamps. What more natural, then, that one’s evening 
cognac or coffee should be consumed where one can watch 
such activities and also see the pulse-stirring sight of a 
sports car travelling at 150 m.p.h. under head lights? 


Racewards 


On race morning the town is a traffic jam. The stream 
of cars through the main street and out to the circuit is an 
international study, with GB coming second to F, but with 
every other initial under the sun represented. In the full 
knowledge that the race does not start until four o’clock, 
the keen spectator will see that he reaches the circuit by, 
say, noon, so that he can park at leisure, enjoy a picnic 
lunch, and soak himself in the atmosphere of the occasion. 
He can watch, too, the charter aircraft pouring into the 
airport that is alongside the circuit. Every minute or two 
another comes down to land, and you are sure that this is 
the control tower’s Big Day, for Le Mans Aeroport is a 
fairly pretentious title for what one might otherwise term the 
flying field just out of the town. 

When one thinks of 100 m.p.h. as a lap speed the mind 
tends to go back to the Avus track in Germany, with its 
“wall of death” banking, or to the very open Tripoli circuit 
in North Africa. Le Mans has no similar automatic ten- 
dencies to promote very high speeds. A motorist possessed 
of a quite good car—a 2 to 2}-litre sports saloon, say—might 
cover half a dozen laps of the circuit, and, if he were an 
honest man, admit that he would be quite pleased to com- 
plete sixty miles of it in an hour. The little 750 Renaults 
lapped Le Mans for twenty-four hours solid at about 70 
m.p.h. Gonzalez’ record lap was 118.5 m.p.h., and his race 
average 105 m.p.h., so that an average-entry speed for Le 
Mans nowadays is about 100 m.p.h. (In this personal piece 
the author herewith inserts his equally personal abhorrence 
of referring to this figure as a “ton”; who started the 
fatuity?) 

Now there may well be several Grand Prix races that are 
won at comparable speeds over trickier circuits. Agreed, 
but G.P.s rarely go on for much more than three hours, 
and they certainly do not continue through the night under 
head lamps. Le Mans, therefore, is very much a driver’s 
race, and very much an improver of the breed of cars. This 


spectator has no doubt in his mind as to the value of racing 
in the design of fast and safe production cars, and can think 
of one or two rather gruesome alleged “sports” cars that 
have been produced at times by firms with no tradition of 
building fast cars. They have, fortunately for the public, 
disappeared from the catalogue after a short but oe 
innings of doing peculiar things under stress. year or 
two of conepenlies in races like Le Mans might have pre- 
vented the error of introducing such cars. 


Free-for-All 


Moreover, the author’s belief in the efficiency (however 
cruel) of unfettered competition makes him impatient of 
endeavours to restrict Le Mans entries to this or that narrow 
type of car. Within the F.1.A. sports car rules Le Mans 
should be open to the virtuoso in design. The aggrieved 
entrants may always out-virtuoso the virtuoso—with the help 
of brains, of course; but anything that helps to unearth that 
increasingly rare commodity is to be encouraged, not sup- 
pressed. The juncture is opportune to pay a tribute to the 
Jaguar company. The unstinted admiration with which the 
name is uttered in the environs of Le Mans must be music 
to its engineers’ ears, and those who feel that racing by 
Jaguars has been merely the froth of finding something on 
which to spend post-war profits might think of the progress 
of the XK design (both engine and chassis) through the 
Type C to the Type D. : 

But those are serious subjects, and it is to the race and its 
atmosphere that this reminiscence is devoted. From 
caterers of distinction like the French one expects something 
remarkable even in the crush of a great event. Piping hot 
soup, cold ham, chicken with petits pois, and finally a 
patisserie, eaten at a linen tablecloth in the crepuscular air, 
and with the race-obsessed mind clarified by a half-bottle 
of good muscadet (and clarified it is thereby), make up an 
experience that is the more mellow in retrospect. Then 
follows the astringent thrill of a whole night of racing, 
during which the mercury goes plunging down. Le Mans 
is laid out in pine country, sandy, gravelly and very porous, 
which serves well for car parking as a result of the drainage. 
But it also loses its temperature quickly, and anyone intend- 
ing to maintain the vigil should wrap up unless a heat wave 
is assured. 


Sideshows 


The vigil can be broken, of course, by a visit to anything 
from a fruit stall to a cabaret, for a pavilion town is erected 
in the grandstand area of the circuit. Or you can camp out 
round the circuit, or do almost anything else you please 
short of interfering with the race, for you are in that de- 
lightful country of France, where you are expected to extract 


the best from life. As one with some catholicism of taste 
where enjoyment is concerned, the writer would say that 
the Le Mans race can safely be added to the motorist’s list, 
whether or not he is normally addicted to racing. It is 
unique, and curiously inspiring even in an age when Everest 
has been climbed and the tthe of Britain fought.

Limited Oil 


ITTLE drops of oil on hinges, catches 
~ and joints are a good thing for a car, 
but surplus oil on people is less good. 
Some new oilers called Ideal have needle 
valves, which establish a very accurate 
control of feed, down to a minute drop if 
necessary. Models number eight, includ- 
ing two “fountain pens” with pocket 
clips. The two illustrated show a princi- 
pal difference. The 3010 releases a drop 
of oil when an object is touched with the 
needle at the spout end, but a larger 
quantity if, at the same time, the dia- 
phragm at the top of the oiler is pressed. 
It costs 5s 6d. The 3060 (6s) has the 
needle controlled by a plunger, depression 
of which releases a drop of oil. The 
makers are the Ideal Machine Tool and 
Engineering Co., Ltd., 282, Kingsland 
Road, London, E.8; supply is through 
garages and shops. 


Cotton Covers 


CAR seat cover material introduced 
by the Calico Printers Association, 
Ltd., St. James’s Buildings, Oxford Street, 
Manchester, 1, is called Ryjack. It is a 
heavy and closely woven cotton, and the 
patterns are either tartans in various 
combinations of red, blue, green and tan 
on off-white grounds; or red, blue, grey 
or green grounds with off-white flecks. 
The material is not impregnated, but 
glazed, and in appearance it somewhat 
resembles the domestic material known as 
“glazed chintz.” This glazing is removed 
if the material, in course of time, has to 
be washed with soap and water. The 
material is a very strong one, and both 
before or after washing seems crease- 
resistant

Smarter Exhausts 

WO fittings for the tail ends of exhaust 

pipes are new products of V. W 

Derrington, Ltd., 159-161, London Road, 
Kingston-on-Thames, Surrey. One is an 
extension consisting of heavy-gauge steel 
tube, chromium plated, the inboard end 
being slit so that it can be clamped to the 
standard exhaust pipe with the worm- 
drive clip provided. Prices are 7s 6d (Jin 
to Liin interior diameter); 8s 6d (liin to 
12in); and 10s (ljin to 2in). One is used 
to the sight of a few inches of rusty iron 
pipe at the rear of a car, but its elimina-

The new DA version of the Zenith fuel 
filter is very light, so that it can be 
mounted directly to the carburettor inlet; 
it has a removable glass bowl to receive 
dirt and drops of water from the fuel, and 
has an element of metal discs with fine 
clearance between them which quickly 
passes films of petrol but which stops dirt 
and water.

The filter costs £1 1s, including fitments 
for almost any type and make of carburet- 
tor.

Whitsuntide. At Overstone, near Northampton, where 
the meeting was held, the members were fortunate in being 
on ground which remained firm after hours of continuous, 
heavy rain.

But what- 
ever their size they were truly mobile and it is interesting 
to analyse the numbers of different makes present. But one 
must remember that cost may play a very large part in cal- 
culating the popularity of any particular make, the price of 
the super quality caravans obviously restricting the number 
of owners while not suggesting that they have bad road 
qualities. 

Surprisingly, amateur-built vans headed the list with 93; 
the various Eccles types were next, totalling 78. Close 
behind came the Cheltenhams, which have always been 
renowned for their mobility, with 63; and Car Cruisers 
with 57. Those makes with 20 or more included Freeman,

37; Siddall, 33; Fairholme and Berkeley, 23; and Alperson, 
20. 

During the rally the competition for the Harris Cup was 
held. In this the competitors were timed from a standing 
start while driving forward for about 80 yards, then turning 
right for another 30 yards up a narrow passage. On reach- 
ing the end they had to reverse out of the restricted passage, 
back down the main fairway to park in another passage of 
restricted width; the right-angled turn was on the blind side. 
Finally, the outfit had to be driven forward. turned to the 
right and over the original starting line. Car. doors had 
to be kept closed and three faults were sufficient for dis- 
qualification. Out of an entry of 65, J. H. Simmons, driv- 
ing his Land-Rover—Eccles Coronation outfit, was the 
winner. His run was faultless and made in exactly one 
minute. Second was R. W. Donnington, who also used a 
Land-Rover as a towing vehicle; his van is a Stirling Castle. 
This reversing with caravans is a difficult business if it is 
to be done accurately and against the stop-watch. Original 
positioning has much to do with the final result and for the 
blind cornering it is seldom that a passenger can give suffi-

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ciently explicit instructions. Nearly all the fault-free runs 
were made by solo drivers. L. Bartlett, driving an Austin 
A.90 with a Thomson Almond in tow, had the advantage 
of clear visibility with the hood down but wheelspin lost 
him some time. L. J. Simmons (Ford Zephyr-Eccles Alert) 
was taking no chances and put on chains, to the consider- 
able detriment of the wet turf. 

In a similar test a couple of years ago no fewer than six 
competitors damaged the front panelling of their caravans 
by jack-knifing; at Overstone there was only one case—A. C. 
Tooth, last year’s winner. He has an extremely short- 
coupled Rolls-Royce-Car Cruiser outfit.

Insurance 
Potential Embarrassments 


[65697.}—I am a committee member of the Alvis Owner Club 
and, as a police officer, I have often wondered how many 
motorists invalidate their insurance policies inadvertently or by 
turning a blind eye to their responsibilities. 

In view of the justly severe penalty of 12 months’ automatic 
suspension for no insurance, I think it would benefit many of 
your readers, especially keen rallyists, if I point out some pos- 
sible dangers. 

The recent case of a motorist’s carrying goods as a favour, 
thereby making invalid the average insurance policy, has received 
sufficient publicity to require no further comment. 

From the point of view of the driver who is taking part in a 
tally, there are two main dangers which have been commented 
upon in a well-known insurance journal (to the advantage of 
insurance companies—the poor client being kept in ignorance! ). 

First, the driver who enters a rally with a set speed average, 
even 20 m.p.h., may have the event classed as “ speed-testing,” 
especially if there is evidence of timing; the “slow hill climb,” 
which is very popular with many organizers, seems to come well 
within this category. 

The second, and, in my opinion, more important point, is that 
it is usually the practice of car clubs running an event under 


R.A.C. rules to get each entrant to sign a form to “ save harm- 
less and keep indemnified the club, the R.A.C., their officials, 
servants, agents and so on, against all claims, however caused, 
notwithstanding that the same may have been occasioned by 
the said club, RA.C.....” It is a clear condition of every 
policy that “no admission offer, promise, or indemnity shall be 
given by, or on behalf of, the insured without the written con- 
sent of the company.” The signing of the form of indemnity 
definitely invalidates the policy and no claim would be paid by 
the insurance company nor, of course, by the R.A.C. or club. 
The poor participant is, therefore, in danger of costs being 
awarded against him for which he would be solely responsible. 
In the absence of any case law on the subject, a prosecution 
for no insurance would appear unlikely and I hope this problem 
will be settled without waiting for some of my energetic col- 
leagues to pounce on every car carrying a competition number. 
I have contacted several insurance companies to seek cover 
for rallies after signing such an indemnity; the average cost 
quoted was 10s per event with prior written notice—making a 
season’s events rather more expensive. J. STEPHEN.

There would 
be a far wider range of people available for a traffic corps as 
the age limits could be wider and the physical standards lower 
Also, women could be employed quite extensively. 

There would, of course, be administrative difficulties during 
the changeover, but a country which can organize a total war 
an surely deal with such a comparatively minor upheaval.

Hamilton was, therefore, told to stand 
by with his vizor on and Rolt was called into the pit. There 
was a lightning exchange of drivers and Hamilton set off to finish 
the race 

There was never any question of dissatisfaction with Rolt’s 
driving, nor is there any justification for supposing that Hamil- 
ton was considered to be the better driver of the two. A combina 
tion of circumstances made the action necessary and it is hoped 
that this explanation will dispel rumours which always arise when 
the reasons for certain actions are not generally known

Aspects of the Law 
A Subtle Point 
[65708.|—In your article “ Aspects of the Law,” No. 4 (The 
Autocar, June 11), the writer does not bring out very clearly the 
rights of the accused as to being medically examined at the police 
station. He simply says that he may refuse to be examined. This 
is, of course, correct, but it should be more generally known that 
the accused cannot be examined without his consent, and cannot 
be drunk if he consent, for drunkenness destroys 
consent 

Lest this seems difficult to understand, was well exem 
plified at the Liverpool Assize, February 14, 1934, in R Tunni- 
cliffe, where Swift, J., put it very clearly in these words: “ The 
police are entitled to ask a doctor to come and observe a man 
they have in the cells, but they have no right whatever to put 
him through tests unless he consents. If they say he is able to 
give consent, then they have no business to come here and say 
he is drunk, because drunkenness destroys consent.” In another 
case at the same Assize, the judge pointed out that, where the 
accused has called his own doctor, that doctor has no right to 
disclose his opinion io anyone else (e.g. the police) until he comes 
into Court 1 had n i

Cases can arise from time to tume where, through a combina 
tion of circumstances, an innocent party can be accused under 
Sec. 15 of the Road Traffic Act, 1930.

LL the ingredients necessary for a 
good race meeting were supplied at 
the Crystal Palace last Saturday 

The weather, which had suddenly relented 
ifter the recent rainy season, was just 
what it should be for June; the B.A.R.C 
organization was, as usual, very good, all 
events starting on time, and there was 4 
very representative entry and no accidents 
The lap record was dealt some shrewd 
blows in three classes. Reg Parnell took 
the Ferrari round at 74.69 m.p.h.; Bick 
nell, with a pack of hounds in the shape 
of several other formula 3 cars on his 
heels, recorded 72.31, and the sports car 
record became the property of Colin 
Chapman in the Lotus, with a speed of 
70.88 m.p.h 

Heat 1 of the Trophy race gave the 
spectators a taste of what was to come 
when Parnell got the Ferrari off the line 
very smartly, with Les Leston in his 
Cooper-J.A.P. close on his heels to Ramp 
Bend; Peter Collins, driving Rob Walker’s 
smart blue Connaught, was being harried 
by Gould, and Young in the other Con- 
naught battled with Whiteaway’s H.W.M 
It was the red Ferrari which came hurt- 
ling down the hill first, with Leston not 
far away and the Cooper-Bristol under 
the command of Horace Gould touching 
the ground at intefvals in an endeavour to 
keep up with the leaders. On the fourth 
lap Collins got past Gould, and later, in 
lap seven, overtook the very fast Cooper 
J.A.P. with which Leston was performing 
miracles. Whiteaway and Young (in the 
green Connaught) were fighting it out 
together at the finish when Parnell flew 
over the finishing line, nine seconds in 
front of Collins. 

The highlight of heat 2 was the scrap 
between Beauman and Whitehouse, both 
in Connaughts. Nuckey was doing all he 
knew with the Ecurie Richmond Cooper 
Bristol, coming up Terrace Straight on a 
well-chosen line for the corner through 
the Glade, with Fairman not far away in 
the Turner. Dunham, driving the well- 
known Alvis instead of the D.H.S., was 
obviously enjoying himself; but Bennett 
had suspected clutch trouble with his

the straight. Whitehouse, who had been 
in the background on the first lap, went 
through the field with Beauman who, 
towards the end of the event, was closing 
up on Nuckey.

were never very far behind. Peter Collins 
fell out after the second lap and the 
Turner, now driven by Webb, looked as 
if it could usefully employ some harder 
spring damper settings as it went away up 
the Ramp. A. G. Whitehead was having 
fun with his E.R.A., as the tail tried to 
chase the front end, and Birrell’s E.R.A., 
with its pronounced blower whine and 
exposed radiator, brought back memories 
of faraway days at Donington. Leston 
was going like the proverbial wind and 
Dunham’s Alvis was in danger of being 
lapped. On the seventh lap Hall, driving 
the Border Reivers’ Cooper-Bristol, very 
neatly made his way past Whitehead at 
Ramp Bridge and was away up the hill 
as the E.R.A. did another little flip of the 
tail as if to say, “ Well, so what? ” 

As the formula I Maserati had broken 
its de Dion tube in practice Roy Salvadori

hand there are the established cham- 
pions represented by Ferrari, Maserati 
and Gordini; on the other. the formid- 
able unknowns of Mercedes and 
Lancia Ferrari, as last Sunday’s 
Belgian G.P. demonstrated, are by no 
means entirely happy; their new cars, 
although lighter and faster than their 
predecessors, are not as yet reliable and 
do not seem to be perfect in the road- 
holding department Maserati have 
also their troubles on the mechanical 
side; had the new Ferraris lasted

longer at Spa, Fangio might well not 
finished, as his car was certainly 
a little out of breath during the latter 
part of the race, when he could fortun- 
ately take things more easily. Gordini 
suffer from some recurrent 
troubles, and have not quite the speed 
to match the best of their opponents 

One problem which must be worry 
ing the Maserati camp is that of find- 
ing a team of top-line drivers. It seems 
fairly certain now that as soon as 
Mercedes enter the fray, Fangio will 
be their first string—and he is still, in 
my opinion, the best Grand Prix driver 
of today. That will leave Maserati 
with Marimon (not yet quite in the 
first rank), Martovani (still in the 
apprenticeship stage as far as formula 
1 is concerned)—and who else? That 
remains to be seen 

At the moment, of course, Lancia 
are retaining the services of Ascari, 
Villoresi and Tarufhi (a formidable 
team) and these three are therefore 
prevented from taking part in formula 
1 racing until the new Lancias are 
ready. Quite when this will be is sull 
very doubtful; reports from Italy sug 
gest that the recent tests of the car at 
Monza were not up to expectations, 
and a good deal of development work 
is no doubt in progress behind the 
scenes. So far there is no sign of a 
firm entry from the team in any race 
m the immediate future; it may be that 
the European G.P. (this year the Ger- 
man classic at the Nurburgring on 
August 1) will see them out for the 
first time—though it would be very 
nice if they could be present in the 
British G.P. at Silverstone on July 17
